The day was also a

jorities in cities favoring the sale of 
liquor were Increased. 


After a most spirited campaign, the 


Republicans won a great victory in Bos- 
ton, Thomas N. Hart defeating Patrick 
A. <5ollins, the Democratic nominee for 
mayor, by 1904 votes, the total vote be- 
ing: Hart, 40,665; Collins, 88,761. The 
Democrats, however, still control both 
branches of the city government. The 
board of aldermen will stand 8 Demo- 
crats and 5 Republicans. The city as 
usual voted for license, but the all-aib- 
sorblng question of relaying the street 
oar tracks on Tremont street, which 
had been taken up when the subway 
was completed, was negatived.

NEW SCHEDULE GIVEN UP 


Fitchburg Road Decides to Return to 


Old System of Wages 


It is announced that the change in 


the schedule of wages "which the 
Fitchburg railroad proposed to make, 
bv which engineers, firemen and train- 
men were to be paid by the month, in- 
stead of by the trip, and which threat- 
ened to create considerable friction be< 
tween the road and its employes, haa 
been given up and the men are being 
paid the same as formerly. When the 
change was proposed to the men they 
called a meeting at Mechanicville and 
although it was a secret one, it was 
known that they had unanimously 
agreed to oppose the change. 


The men argued very strongly that 


through no fault of theirs the freights 
might be side-tracked and kept wait- 
ing for hours for passenger trains and 
they be compelled to give to the com- 
pany time for which no extra pay 
would be allowed. This is especially 
true of the freights to the east Be- 
tween Fitchburg and Bpston there is 
an immense passenger traffic increas- 
ing of course near Boston. On this 
stretch of road it is not uncommon for 
the freight trains to be delayed sev- 
eral hours, 


A short time ago a freight was made 


up in the East Deerfield yard and 
started for Boston. It took the trai 
fourteen hours to reach that city. The 
conductor when he reached there asked 
for time for his crew to take a rest He 
was ordered to return with the same 
crew, receiving at the time a hint that 
no extra pay would be given them and 
that if they refused to obey orders they 
would lose their places. The crew 
unanimously declared that they would 
take a rest whatever the consequence 
and left the train on a siding. The next 
morning the officials patched up the 
matter and the crew returned later 
with another train.

E. S. Wilkinson Makes a 


Strong 
Presentation 


of the City's Affairs 


THE NI6HT OF WARD THREE 


Why We Borrowed, Why We Ex. 


pcnded. Where the Money Went 


To. Why We Did Some Things 


Why We Don't Do Others 


E. S. Wilkinson addressed a number 


of voters in the Tenney hall on River 
street Ingt night and made the best ad- 
dress he has made in the local cam- 
paign so far. He was listened to by an 
audience that equalled the capacity of 
the hall and made the i-ery best kind 
of impression. He dealt with facts in- 
stead of in thmgs that are the product 
of the imagination and gave to those 
present an understanding of the finan- 
cial and material conditions of the city 
that they ever had before. 


Judge Plielps Speak* 


Clarence P. Niles was chairman of 


the meeting and opened the* speaking 
with a few appropriate remarks. He 
introduced Judge Carlton T. Phelps, 
who spoke briefly on the responsibility 
that now rests with the voters and 
touched on. the fitness of men for the 
office of mayor. He described the city 
as a corporation and made It clear that 
what the oity needs as mayor is a 
competent manager of the corporation. 
He said that there were three candi- 
dates for the office of mayor, Messrs. 
Hamer, Dobsoa and Wilkinson. With- 
out saying 
anything against Mr. 


Hamer he believed that the contest 
was between Mr. Dobson and Mr. Wil- 
kinson. The issue is between Mr. 
Wilkinson and Mr. Dobson and the 
question is who is best fitted for the 
office of mayor? We are bound by our 
duty to the city to ask concerning the 
qualifications of the men. Mr. Dob- 
son says take me for mayor and we 
ask him what qualifications he has. 
He has not lived here with us very long 
and so does not know us. He has had 
no experience in matters of govern- 
ment and so is an. Inexperienced man. 
He has not had an experience that 
fits him for business affairs, large 
business affairs such as would fit him 
for the office of mayor and so he is an 
untried man in all ways. He says I 
am a workingman and the municipal 
league is behind me to elect me mayor. 
It is all right to be a workingman, but 
gentiemefi these are no qualifications 
for the office of mayor, they are no ar- 
guments that should weigh with us. 


IB. V. N. Braman Talks 


M. V. N. Braman talked in about the 


same strain as Judge Phelps. First he 
thanked the voters for nominating him 
for the council and then he said that 
in his small business, which did not 
need $600,000 a y«ar, If * two men ap- 
plied for a position he would take the 
ma*i he knew in preference to the man 
he knew nothing about in the interests 
of safety no matter how high the 
qualifications of the stranger. We must 
be careful In the selection of the men 
to whom we entrust large responsi- 
bilities, and we will make no mistake if 
we give our votes to E. S. Wilkinson 
for mayor. 


Mr. Wilkinson Introduced 


Chairman Niles introduced Mr. Wil- 


kinson and said that it had been made 
difficult for him to do it. 
He had 


learned that Mr. Wilkinson had lived 
here a long time and had made a little 
money and that therefore he was no 
good, and he had learned that he was 
not the workingman's friend andx how 
'he was going to introduce him he did 
not know. He inti educed him, how- 
ever in a very good way and Mr. Wil- 
kinson was warmly received as he 
rose, Mr.' Wilkinson addressed his 
audience as neighbors and friends and 
said that though some of those present 
were friends of the opposition candi- 
dates that did not prevent them from 
bt-:ng friends of his, I do not know 
where I am at, he said, for according 
to what is said I have no place with 
the workingmen and' I am not a 
bloateed bond holder. If I were a 
bloated bond holder I should not have 
to work as hard as I do now, which is 
quite hard, so I will place myself as a 
wcrkingman. I work hard and I»am 
just as weary and,, exhausted as any 
workingman when the day is ended. 
When the day of the man at the ma- 
chine is ended he can rest from all re- 
spr nsibility. I must carry much of my 
responsibility all the, time. 


Shorter Work Day 


I want to saynow what J have said 


In other places that if I say a word 
about Mr. Dobson that can be con- 
sidered derogatory to him I shall make 
ample apology to Mr. Dobson as soon 
as my attention is called to the fact. 
But Mr. Dobson asks what I have done 
for the workingman. There are some 
men in ward three who know what I 
have done for the workingmen if I 
have not made as much noise about it. 
T have congratulated the workingmen 
on the shortening of the 
hours of 


"labor and on the increase of employ- 
rr ent at increased wages., I have alstj 
spoken of the prospects for a still 
shorter workday and have congratu- 
lated the workingman on that. I have 
si-id that those who think that the 
eight-hour day for city employes Is an 
unfair measure should rather look at 
the- measure as the forerunner of an 
eight-hour day in all branches of In- 
dustry. The trouble in the past and 
e\en now as I have before said lies in 
the fact that the shorter day is not 
general. Were It 'general it would be 
just as good for the manufacturer as 
for the workingman. But the Massa- 
chusetts manufacturer that has the 
short hour day of the present time 
fndg himself in competition with the 
manufacturer of other states where 
the workingmen work longer hours for 
aa much If not less pay. These you see 
are unequal conditions and It is In the 
unequal conditions that the hardships 
come. When, the short day becomes 
general then the hardships will dis- 
appear and I am > glad to see that Sena- 
tor Hoar has Just introduced In the 
United States senate a resolution from 
the Massachusetts legislature In favor 
of making the short day general. 


That "MlBher Power'* 


I have aaid that If the people, adopt 


the eight-hour-'law and I am elected 
mayor I shaft ejnforce the law rigidly. 
I shall do th'at* but Mr. Dobson says 
that there la a higher power that will 
keep me from doing it. I shall en- 
force that law and all otfew laws ana 
should like to know the nan that 


would 
prevent 
me, from 
doing 


It, 
or 
the 
higher 
power 
that 


would prevent me. What the people 
demand in law that they ghoul have, 
and it la the duty of the mayor to en- 
force such laws as are on the statute 
books whatever they may be. 
Mr. 


Dobson says why didn't I help enforce 
the nine-hour law and I a member of 
the council? The enforcement of law 
rests entirely with the executive de- 
partment of the city government and 
not with the legislative department 
which is the council, and the enforce- 
ment of the nine-hour law never came 
before the council. If you doubt my 
word examine the records at the city 
hall. Mr. Dobson says that he has 
made appeal after appeal in the inter- 
est of enforcing the nine-hour law and 
that I was one of the men included in 
his appeals. Mr. Dobson never spoke 
to me about the law. • I never met the 
gentleman until a few weeks ago 
when I met him on the street. I said 
to him, "This is Mr. Dobson, I believe?" 
and he said "Yes," and I said I wanted 
to shake hands with him. 


' The Nomination 


Mr. .Wilkinson then talked about his 


nomination for the mayoralty. He 
said that he had been in touch with the 
town and city government for many 
years and that he had thought that if 
he could be mayor that it would be a 
fitting thing to round out his life oJ 
connection with the public affairs of 
the city. But he thought that to get 
the nomination for mayor he would 
have to get into a political fight and he 
had determined never to do that. He 
also believed that if the people with 
whom he had lived all his life and in 
whose service he had been for so many 
years wanted him to be mayor that 
they would come and let him know 
about it. Men of both parties came to 
him before the'nomination was made 
and asked him to allow his name to 
be mentioned in connection with the 
office of mayor. He said, "No, thank 
you, I have troubles enough of my 
own." But he came to think that a sel- 
fish position, and when it appeared that 
the people wanted him to accept the 
nomination he consented to the use of 
his name. The nomination came unan- 
imously for which he was thankful and 
men of both parties had assured him 
of their support. This made him very 
grateful to his fellow citizens of all 
parties. 


Matter of Promlict 


Then Mr. Wilkinson frankly admit- 


ted that he wanted to be mayor, but in 
order to be mayor he would make no 
promises He had not made a shadow 
of a promise to any man, nor had he 
authorized any man to make a shadow 
of a promise for him. He had not in 
any way intimated that any man in 
the city hall at present would be re- 
moved nor had he intimated in any 
way that one of the men there would 
be retained. I have made no promises 
but the promise I have made to the 
people, the promise that if elected I 
shall do my best to win from the ma- 
jority of the citizens a "Well done" at 
the end of my administration. In the 
case of appointments it is the best mari 
for the place and for the city. No mat. 
ter whether ohe is K 'democrat or a re-, 
publican. I am a '^republican, but I 
have lived in a city with democrats as 
well as with republicans. In state and 
national matters you and I divide and 
vote as our convictions dictate, but in 
city matters it is another thing. In 
city matters we vote for and appoint 
to office the best men for the offices 
and partisan politics plays very little 
part, the less the better. 


Taxec and City Debt 


There are promises that if certain 


men are elected the taxes will be ma- 
terially reduced and the roads will be 
made better. I hope this can be ac- 
complished, but ge&tlemen, think how 
absurd it is to talk' about accomplish- 
ing this by laying off a bookkeeper. Do 
you know how much you would have 
to cut off the appropriation list to 
save a single dollar on the thousand in 
taxes—about $30,000. This would pay 
almost the whole salary list of the 
city, and you would need to turn off 
all the city's salaried officers to save 
one dollar. We owe about $1,150,000. 
When we began the city government 
we owed $650,000. Then, we were con- 
fronted with the question whether it 
was better to borrow money at the 
rate of interest that'we could borrow 
it at, get the needed improvements or 
go along without them. We thought 
that it was better to borrow. Most of 
the 
improvements demanded were 


necessary to the health of the city. We 
had to have sewers or typhoid fever, 
pure water or disease, and schools or 
let our children go without the 
schooling that the city should give 
them. We got the Improvements and 
our debt is all funded at 3% per cent. 
les sthan half of what we have paid, 
and we are paying $35,000 a year now 
on the debt and will pay $40,000. When 
our debt was bonded the law was such 
that we must add to the yearly pay- 
ment in proportion to our subsequent 
borrowings and since the bonding we 
have borrowed $55,000 for a school 
building in this section of the city. 
The $40,000 and the interest on the 
total indebtedneses with the state and 
county tax will take from $7 to $8 on 
the thousand of our taxes. It la very 
difficult for any man to promise that It 
will cost less than from $10 to $12 on 
the thousand for our current expenses. 
And the law prevents us from assess- 
ing more than $12 on the thousand for 
current expenses. Unless we let the 
grass grow in the streets, impair the 
schools or starve the people at the city 
farm or those outside depending on 
our help, We cannot cut down the taxes 
much below $18 or $20 on the thousand. 
The man who says that he can do it 
is either talking about something that 
he knows nothing about or he is de- 
ceiving the people to whom he is 
talking. I hope that by the applica- 
tion of the best economy we shall be 
able to lower the taxes some. 


Where the Money Went 


We havei increased our city debt 


$450,000 since we became a city. Before 
w<? became a city we did not pay as 
we went. We were a poor town. No 
money came in to us from the outside. 
All our wealth had to be made by 
North Adama men. When it came to 
the civil war we were generous and 
we thought that these who came after 
that period should help pay the bur- 
dens and we borrowed what we ex- 
pended. The result of all our borrow- 
ing was that >we had a town debt of 
$650,006. 
Wha, have we for what we 


have borrowed and apent since? 


We bought the city hall, the "city 


bam." 
It la not aa grand a city hall 


ns yoi: or I would wish but it serves 
our purpose very well and will do us 
until wo are able to build one costing 
$150,000. We paid $30,000 for it and any 
way It la a better city hall than Pitts- 
field haa 


We paid $70,000 to complete our water 


work*, We needed an ample supply of 
pure water. Our water system coat 
us> $1,000,000, but we have an excellent 
property In it We can aell It any day 
to an English syndicate for all that it 
cost ua, and pay all our oity debt with 
the money and then the syndicate will 
have a good paying thing.' The water 
system from the water rent la paying 
to the city treasury from $40,000 to $50,- 
000 a year. Some of you will say why 
don't we reduce th& water rent U we 
are receiving so much money from the 
system. We can't reduce It below lie 
present figure because the law will not 
allow usi so long as we have a water 
debt. Part of our debt i» a water debt. 


We expended $122,000 for sewera. We 


have a complete sewer system, adding 
greatly to the health of the city. There 
is a little more to do>, but it need not 
be much or cost much. 


We have expended $295,000 for school 


houses. When we became a city we 
had 12 school building* valued for 
$175,000, in which there were .59 rooms. 
We had then 2100 children of school 
age and there was not schiooi room" 
enough to cover their heads. Only 
three of the buildings were of brick. 
Now we have 12 buildings with 89 
rooms and) 3100 children floe them. 
This1 increase in the number of child- 
ren is a remarkable one and shows a 
remarkable increase in the population. 
What has brought this increase of 
population? It was the fact that North 
Adams was a good place to live in. 
North Adams1 never was so good a' 
place to live in as it is now. There is 
none of the inland cities- that compare 
with It as a place to live In. It never 
had the influence that it has now and 
there Is no city that can excell it in 
its credit."The state treasurer is wil- 
ling to loan North Adams the: state 
funds), which he must <- loan for 
the 


very best security. This --is why North 
Ade^s has increased her population. 
The ; ig no better place for a home. 


We have paid $80,000 for paving and 


only $32,000 of that is paid from the 
general tax levy. Half of the expense 
is assessed on the abbutters, the street 
railroad on the streets it passes over, 
paygi about ten per cent, of the coat 
and the remainder is paid by the city. 
You may think the* paving a luxury, 
but North Adams would not be> so 
good a place if we had to go through 
the street with "rubber boots on, and1 
the streets do not require so much 
money to keep them in repair and al- 
low ug in. the future to expend more 
on the outlying' districts. 


We have padd $9000 for the public li- 


brary and these amounts are the sum 
of the debt we contracted since -fl|e be- 
came a city.
